Steam Passenger Cars. 

The Boston Journal of 28th ult., says: The 
Metropolitan Railroad Company a few weeks since 
received from Messrs. Griczk & Lone, Philadel- 
phia, two of their superior dummy engines, which 
are now in Cambridge, where the cars for them 
have been built. They will soon take their place 
on the road. We understand that these engines 
can run ten to fifteen miles an hour, have seats 
for twenty-eight passengers and can accomplish a 
mile with eight pounds of anthracite coal. Each 
is competent to draw an additional car up a 
gradient of three hundred feet to the mile. They 
have gone up such acclivities with one hundred 
passengers. If the experiment of using these en- 
gines should be successful a great saving will be 
_ effected on the long routes of the company. 





Connelisville and Southern Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 

The Commissioners named in the act of incor- 
poration give notice to the stockholders that an 
election will be held for a President and Directors 
of the Connellsville and Southern Pennsylvania 
Railway Company, in Philadelphia, on the 10th of 
November. 

At Bedford, on the 14th ult., when and where 
the Commissioners attended with open book, to 
receive subscriptions to the capital stock of this 
new company, the large sum of $5,120,000 was 
subscribed at a single sitting, on which ten per 
cent.—$512,000—was paid to the Treasurer. 

This prompt action assures the building of a 
railroad across the Allegheny Mountains, south of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad (though not in antago- 
nism thereto) to open the Youghiogheny coal field 
to the seaboard markets. 

The new road will connect with the Huntingdon 
and Broad Top Railroad, at its terminus at Mount 
Dallas, 644 miles east of Bedford; and a part of 
its plan is, we believe, to form a connection with 
the. Western Maryland Railroad, whereby, at the 
same time, a connection will be made with the 
Cumberland Valley Railroad. The new road, 
consequently, will have outlet to Huntingdon, 
Harrisburg and Baltimore,—R, R. and Mining 
Register.

The company have continued the operation of 
the Louisville and Bardstown Railroad, 18 miles, 
as a branch of this road under the agreement that 
existed at the close of the last fiscal year. The 
earnings during the year have been $11,130 63 
and the expenditures for operating, repairs, ete., 
$10,029 03. 

The company have also continued the operation 
of the Memphis, Clarksville and Louisville Rail- 
road, between the State Line and Clarksville, 14 
miles, under the arrangements existing at the end 
of the last year. The earnings of this road to the 
30th of June, 1864, have been $7,040 20, and the 
expenditures, $9,595 54. 

The amount of damage done to the road and 
branches by the rebels during the year is stated

in the report of the Superintendent of Machinery 


F ie Road Repairs, at $36,794 61, and the whole 
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damage sustained at $620,450 57, The amount 
expended on repairs.of damage aie year 
was $60,785 265 and préviously $440,570 31—in 
all $501,805 57, leaving $119,145 yet to be ex- 
pended to compete the repair of damages. The 
report of 1868, referring to the estimate of 1860 
to completethe road and branches and the ex- 
penditures up to date, exhibited a balance of 
$634,575 88 yet to be expended. The present 
report-shows $270,831 13 expended and charged 
to construction, besides $120,988 84 expended 
under the head of improvements, and charged to 
operating expenses—leaving $363,744 75 of the 
estimate of 1860 unexpended. The report states 
that this sum is not sufficient, because of the in- 
crease in cost of labor and materials, and because 
of the increase of business requiring more motive 
power and rolling stock than the estimate of 1860 
made provision for. The expenditure for motive 
power and cars up to June 30, 1864, exceeds the 
estimates of 1860 $72,143 61, and with .an esti- 
mate to complete what is required amounts to 
$328,143 61—giving $691,888 36 yet to be ex- 
pended to complete and equip the road. This he 
recommends should be charged to construction, 
An estimate is also given by him of $566,415 35 
to be made under the head of improvements, and 
the $119,145 yet to be applied to the repair o{ 
damages, should be charged to operating expenses. 

The board adopted these recommendations to 
close the construction account after the expendi- 
ture of the $691,888 36, except for the extension 
of the Lebanon Branch. 


The consolidated statement gives the cost of 
the Main Stem and Branches at $9,730,101 55. 
This will be increased by the expenditure of the 
$691,888 36, and the cost of the Lebanon Branch 
extension, and somewhat diminished, when in ac- 
cordance with a resolution of the stockholders, 
the whole discount on bonds sold and proceeds 
applied to construction, shall be made up out of 
the earnings and credited as directed at stock- 
holders’ meeting, This it is hoped can be done 
by the close of the next fiscal year. 


The stock dividend-of ten per cent., payable on 
and after the 20th of April last was out of the 
earnings of the 22 months preceding the 30th of 
June, 1863, The earnings having been applied to 
the redemption of the debt and liabilities of the 
company. 

At the last session of the legislature a law was 
passed authorizing the consolidation of the Main 
Stem and branches, and dispensing with keeping 
but one set of books, also the withdrawing of the 
certificates of stock in the branches, and issuing 
the stock of the company for the same. This act 
was accepted by the stockholders at genera! 
meeting.

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It will be, seen that the cost of ordinary roa road 
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repairs, per mile of road, has been neatly 100 per 
cent. more, and of renewal of iron and ties nearly 
600 per cent. more than in former years, Butthe 
cost per train mile for ordinary repairs which is 
computed from the amount of business done over 
the road, does not materially differ from former 
years, being 19.95 cents, against 18.97 in 1862-8, 
and 19,84 in 1861-2. The cost for renewal of 
iron and ties per revenue train mile has been 82.35 
cents, against 19.33 in 1862—8, and 18.34 in 
1861-2,

The number of cross ties required to relay the 
whole road is 518,000; deduct from this the num- 
ber already laid, leaves 348,414 to be laid. Sup- 
posing the average life of the ties to be about 
eight years, it follows that for the next three 
years 116,000 ties per year will be required to re- 
new the whole road. 

The quantity of iron required to relay the whole 
road is 16,650 tons. The above table shows that 
4,540 tons of new and re-rolled iron have been 
used during the last six years. Supposing the 
average life of the rails to be ten years, it will re- 
quire for the next four years 3,000 tons per year 
to make good the wear of the iron. 

Seventeen miles of road have been relaid with 
new iron and ties. The company had on hand at 
the close of the year 1,000 tons of iron and 10,000 
ties. 

The cost of repairs and renewals of the Lebanon 
Branch during the year was $1,183 33 per mile, 
or 162.14 cents per revenue train mile. Twenty- 
three miles have been relaid with new ties; 31,224 
ties have been bought; 634 tons of new and 6 
tons of repaired iron have been put in the track. 

The cost of repairs on the Memphis Branch per 
mile of road has been $356 25; and per train 
mile, 51.40 cents. 

The engines have run in the service of the 
Transportation Department 744,829 miles; in the 
service of the Road Department, and on the 
Bairdstown Branch and the M., C. & L. R.R., 96,- 
709 miles—total mileage, 841,558, Total cost for 
repairs per mile run 7.58 cents. Total cost per 
mile run by engines 31.52 cents, against 24.03 
cents in 1862-63. Average cost per mile of all 
trains, 37.26 cents. 

The equipment of the road July 1, 1863, con- 
sisted of 43 locomotives; 27 passenger, 8 baggage, 
8 express, 232 box, 18 rack, 18 gondola, 72 flat, 
23 gravel, and 7 boarding cars. There have been 
added during the year ‘13 locomotives ; 12 passen- 
ger, 2 baggage, 60 box, 77 rack, '4 gondola, 22 
flat, and 34 gravel cars. There have been sold to 
government 4 locomotives and 80 box cars; de- 
stroyed ‘by raids or accident 8 passenger, 2 bag: 
gage, 11 box, and 4 rack cars—-leaving on the

Paterson and Newark Railroad. 

At a meeting of subscribers to the stock of this 
road held at Paterson on the 26th ult., it was 
announced that $250,000 had been subscribed— 
the amount required by the charter previous to 
organizing. The following persons were then 
elected as a Board of Directors: Messrs. Robert 
8. Gould, H. Holmes, John W. Stitt, Edward Ells- 
worth and Erastus W. Smith. The Board subse- 
quently organized by the choice of Robert 8. 
Gould, of Newark, as President, L. W. Duncan of 
Franklin as Secretary, Erastus W. Smith of New 
York as Chief Engineer, John Hopper of Paterson 
as Attorney, and Horace W. Tolles as General 
Superintendent. The line, as surveyed, will be 
1144 miles in length, connecting the cities of 
Newark and Paterson, the aggregate population of 
which is considerably aboye 100,000. The route 
selected has exceedingly few natural obstacles, 
the only one worth mention being the Passaic 
river, which will be bridged near Belleville. No 
heavy cuttings or embankments, no sharp curves 
or steep gradients will be needed, It is designed 
to put the road under contract forthwith, and 
have the line in operation by the Summer of 1865,

The issa is successor to the Cstawiess, 
Williamsport and Erie Rajlroad Company, which 
was chartered under the title of the Little Schuyl- 
kill and Susquehanna Railroad Company on the 
21st March, 1831. 

The original purpose of this road was simply to 
connect Philadelphia with the North Branch of 
the Susquehanna River, and with this view a sur- 
vey had been made in 1827. Upon the organiza- 
tion of the Company in 1831, the design was en- 
larged and a route projected towards the Lakes 
via Williamsport, Elmira, etc. Little further how- 
ever was accomplished until 1836, when the United 
States Bank subscribed $250,000 which with 
$300,000. or $400,000 obtained from individual 
subscriptions, enabled the Company to commence 
construction. 

During the years immediately following to 1841, 
the building of the road progressed steadily and 
about $1,500,000 been expended in grading for a 
double track from the eastern terminus to Cata- 
wissa about 48 miles, In the latter year the Bank 
feiled and operations were suspended, the credit 
of the company being completely prostrated. 

By an act of the Legislature passed on the 29th 
March, 1849, the name of the company was 
changed to that of the Catawissa, Williamsport 
and Erie Railroad Company, and several conces- 
sions made in its charter, and in 1851 and 1852 
successful efforts were made to revive the enter- 
prise. Some $200,000 in stock and $1,500,000 in 
bonds were disposed of, principally in New York; 
and with these funds the road was completed as 
originally intended and opened for traffic—to Ca- 
tawissa on the 17th July, and to Milton on the 
7th September 1854. The Sunbury and Erie Rail- 
road which completed the line to Williamsport 
was opened on the 18th December followirg. 

The road of the company has a total length of 
55 miles commencing “ at a point in the woods,” 
eight miles north. of the town of Tamaqua in 
Schuylkill County with two-thirds of its whole 
length located upon unproductive mountain sides, 
crossing deep ravines upon high bridges and end- 
ing at the town of Milton on the West Branch of 
the Susquehanna River, This peculiar position 
of the road placed it almost wholly at the 
mercy of its terminal connecting roads, both of 
which have an alternative route to all business 
points, These causes haye forced the road in 
self-protection and in an imperfect manner to be- 
come a link, measurably beyond the control of 
the company, in the chain of roads leading from 
Philadelphia to Western New York and Buffalo 
on the trade of which it has heretofore mainly re- 
lied. To each of these several conditions thus 
briefly shadowed out, must be attributed in a 
greater or less degree the troubles which have in- 
volved the company and which can never be whol- 
ly overcome.

was determined ’on by the parties intebeated, for 
which purpose a committee of first bondholders 
was appointed, which committee reported to a 
meeting held in Philadelphia on the 11th of Nov- 
ember, 1859, as follows : 

“In view of an amicable and equatable arrang- 
ment by which the affairs of the company may be 
adjusted without the interposition of law, it is the 
opinion of the committee, that the company skould 
be re-constructed by a foreclosure and sale under 
agreement; and that in the said re-construction 
there should be issued two classes of stock—one 
preferred and the other common, and that the 
company should re-enter on business entirely free 
from debt. 

“ That the preferred stock should be issued to 
the First Mortgage bondholders for their bonds 
and unpaid coupons, and to. the claimants of the 
confidental debt, being the money loaned and ob- 
ligations issued by the friends of the company, 
without profit beyond the interest, and which has 
been expended for the payment of coupons or for 
the immediate benefit of the property of the com- 
pany, such claims to be admitted after investiga- 
tion by the committee of bondholders. 

“That the preferred stock shall be entitled to 
all the net profits of the road, until the said profit 
reaches seven per cent. per annum—after which 
the pet profit beyond seven per cent. shall be 
divided among holders of the common stock until 
the said holders receive a like amount; after which 
any further profit which may arise, shall be di- 
vided pro rata to all stockholders. 

“That all classes or claimants shall receive their 
several claims in stock at par. 

“That the common stock shall be issued to the 
second mortgage bondholders and to the claim- 
ants of the unsecured indebtedness at par, and to 
the present stockholders in the ratio of one share 
for every four shares now held of equal amount.” 

After the reading of the report, resolutions were 
read and adopted, approving the plan proposed 
and authorizing the committee in conjunction 
with the Trustee to take all necessary measures, 
to reconstruct the company on the above basis— 
the title of the new company to be the “ Catawissa 
Railroad Company” and constituted by the crea- 
tion of a sufficient number of shares of $50 each 
for that purpose. The Trustee of the mortgage 
was also requested to effect by sale or otherwise a 
legal transfer of the property and franchises of the 
old to the new company when formed, and to ob- 
tain a surrender thereof by the discharge of the 
receivership, the new company being pledged by 
him to carry out in good faith the present exist- 
ing order of the court in equity appointing such 
receiver. 

The programme thus set forth was fully carried 
out and the re-organization completed. The road 
was sold on the 2d July, 1860, and purchased as 
directed, The legal requirements necessary to 
enable the new company to take possession of the 
property were, however, from various causes not 
consummated until near the Ist of October, when 
occupation was had on the assumption of the com- 
pany of the September obligations of the receiver 
‘of the former company, and also of the various 
expenses incurred for the organization of the ex- 
isting company, as per agreements made by the

There 
is no wonder that there is cause for alarm, especi- 
ally as we are told that the cotton “mills are 
rapidly closing.” It scems to us that the financial 
and commercial crisis is by no means passed, ‘that 
there will be large exports to this country at re- 
duced rates, and that the prices of cotton goods 
with us are certain to fall. It seems to us that it 
is the part of prudence in our dealers in those 
articles to realise at present prices without delay. 
We notice that gold is 2-10ths per cent dearer in 
London than in Paris, and 7-10ths dearer than in 
Hamburgh, 

The money disturbances in England are draw- 
ing the attention of its leading financiers to some 
plan of a remedy. Some of these maintain the 
opinion, that the constant increase of commerce 
in the world, requires some new medium of ex- 
change other than gold and silver, since while 
there is a profit in the extension of business every 
where, it is at any time likely to be lost, by sud- 
den demands for specie from causes which are not 
legitimately connected with that commerce. Thus 
the act of a bad ministry or a declaration of war 
may make gold and silver so scarce, that absorp- 
tion of a few millions at an unexpected time and 
place, may destroy other properties of equal in- 
trinsic and more than intrinsic value, and cause 
wide spread bankruptcy. Government or paper 
money on some principle of eventual security has 
been therefore suggested as a substitute. Others 
again propose a repeal of the Bank charter act so 
as to make money less dear. In 1849-50, Bank 
interest was but 21¢ per cent. it is now 9 and 10, 
lt is feared that the present rate is likely to be 
permarent. Another cause of anxiety is the drain 
of specie to the East since 1801, and up to 1868, it 
appears that a final balance of £234,000,000 of 
coin sent to India had never returned, and was 
now lost to the commerce of other parts of the 
world. In 1861-2, £25,000,000 had gone there 
from England alone. On the contrary when any 
considerable amounts had been sent to the U. 8, 
the course of trade soon brought it back again, 

American securities have improved. The 5-20s 
and our best railway bonds have advanced from 5 
to 10 per cent., showing a decidedly favorable re- 
action in the London market. 

Our own has also shown renewed activity. It 
is said with how much truth we know not, that 
the crowd of speculators is largely increasing. 
Certain it is that there has been an increase of 
buyers of railway shares, which are of a more ex~ 
pansible character, than the bonds, The feeling in 
favor of a rise has been quite general, and there is 
no lack of money in any quarter. Thirty willions 4 
of legal tenders, and ten millions of certificates of 
indebtedness have within a short time been pal 
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Fn dhe in gold seem no ideal to cause 
much apprehension, nor are they looked upon as 
conclusive on any financial question, The prices 
of articles are not now in fact measured by a gold 
standard. uniformly. As an example we may 
state that butter is much dearer than gold, the 
one being held atJ131 in paper, and the other as 


_ compared with its former and usual value in gold 


about 300 per cent, Other articles of necessity as 
potatoes, are selling throughout the country at 
about 15 to 20 cents per bushel in gold. So that 
we see all calculations based on the price of gold 
in the street, lead to no just conclusions whatever. 
This is a curious state of things, but it is an indi- 
cation inour opinion that we should very easily 
adapt ourselves to an early resumption of specie 
@ayments when it should arrive.

It is understood that the Banks generally be- 
gin to see the necessity of coming into the Nation- 
al system of Mr. Chase. The Philadelphia insti- 
tutions have taken the initiatory steps for this ob- 
ject. The advantages are so obvious that we won- 
der there has been so much opposition to it 
in certain quarters. To secure an unquestioned 
circulation throughout the United States, and the 
receipt of their paper every where for taxes, by 
the Government is an immense advantage. 

When our internal commerce is restored to its 
old basis, no one will care about any other money 
than that of the National Banks, and that the sys- 
tem is a tempting one already, may be seen by 
the large profits realised by some of these institu- 
tions already. The first National of this city has 
declared a semi-annual dividend of 10 per cent. 

Recurring again to the subject of the gold mar- 
ket, we believe we are fully justified in saying, that 
the present advance is greatly attributable to 
political combination. The actual amounts sold 
from day to day, are not large for there is no 
great demand. A few thousand pass from hand 
hand, often at fictitious quotations, and these con- 
trol public opinion more than they justly should 
do. ; 

On Tuesday a sudden rise of 10 per cent took 
place withoat any real cause for it. Itis true 
that rumors of disasters to our armies were loud- 
ly proclaimed in the teeth of the facts, either 
founded on reported private telegrams, or the 
carefully collected items of news equally false 
from day to day put forth by the disloyal presses, 
that are in this way doing all they can to aid the 
confederate cause, When there are journals, the 
Boston Courier for example, which unblushingly 
assert that the rebels possess all the territory they 
did: when the rebellion broke out, when for ex- 
ampleithey were on the banks of the Ohio, held 
the Mississippi from Cairo down to the gulf, when 
Missouri, Tennessee, Kentucky, Louisiana, Arkan- 
gas. and Maryland were under their sway, and 
although on the other hand there is not a single 
State over which they have now an entire control, 
Hot an Open port on the opean, We need Dot Wons 
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dupes of bad and designing. men, - are victims 
to the deceptions in the gold senekst, planned and 
carried on solely to affect’ the coming elections, 
‘Lhe rise of ten per cent on Tuesday was without 
the least basis of propriety, and time will prove 
our assertion. We speak in no partizan spirit, our 
articles all have shown that we are entirely be- 
yond all party influences, but we cannot conceal 
our astonishment at the constant efforts made to 
decry the resources, the credit, the stability and the 
cause of this great Republic. 

Money continues abundant. The inquiries for 
Government securities are good, and prices show 
a tendency to advance. Exchange is not in large 
demand, and buyers are very cautious. It is pro- 
posed that the interest due on Government securi- 
ties the Ist of January next, shall be advanced to 
its creditors as was done in the case of the 
November dividends, The dry goods auction 
sales show a continued tendency to a decline, not- 
withstanding the sudden rise in gold. The prices 
paid for many leading articles on Tuesday, were 
50 per cent. less than the week previous. There 
is a firm conviction in the minds of the people, 
especially of buyers, that the quotations in the 
gold market cannot be sustained. The amount 
sold at 240 on Tuesday at the 2d board was but 
$5,000, and no one knows whether it was an actual 


sale or not. 
The balance in the Sub-Treasury in this city on 


Tuesday was $2,686,689. 

It is reported that the Government restrictions 
on the sale of cotton are to be taken off, as will 
appear by an official announcement in a few days. 
This will have a large effect on exchange, and 
may produce a heavy reaction in the gold market. 

The aggregate value of the imports of general 
merchandise, other than dry goods and specie, at 
this port for the week ending October 31, was 
$721,817, against $1,397,081 in 1863, and $1,183,- 
002 in 1862. 

The exports from New York for the same 
week were $3,391,378 against $3,240,567 in 1863, 
and $4,287,732 in 1862. The shipments of specie 
since January 1, have been $37,855,155. The ex- 
ports since January 1, have been $183,147,056 
against $145,673,347, in 1863, an increase of $37,- 
473,709. The customs gold revenue at New York, 
specially pledged to the payment of the interest on 
the funded and fundable debt of the United States 
from January 1 to October 29, was $60,235,469. 

The value of foreign goods imported into the 
port of Boston for the week ending October 28 
was $646,226, against $600,627 for the correspond- 
ing week in 1863. The exports were $567,389 


against $293, 215 for the corresponding week in 
1863. 
The foreign exports from the port of Baltimore 


during the past week were valued at $208,639.

The Late Accident on the Harlem Railroad. 

The examination into the causes of the late 
accident to the New Haven trains on the Harlem 
track, which has been going on before Coroner 
Ranney has been for the present postponed. The 
accident has now pretty clearly been traced to a 
defective rail, and the injury inflicted upon it by 
a train of eleven cars drawn by two heavy loco- 
motives at high speed. 

One fact has come to light which is worth 
noticing. The rail which caused the disaster was 
said to have been of the manufacture of the 
Pheenix Iron Works. But it now appears from 
the testimony of Mr. 8. G. Reeves, of Philadelphia, 
the Vice President of the Phoenix Iron Company, 
that the broken rail was not furnished by his com- 
pany, but was made from “ English iron which is 
not as good as the more fibrous iron of Pennsyl- 
vania.” So that it appears from this the Harlem 
Company do not use the best iron for their rails, 
nor know where their rails actually come from, 





Three Rivers Railroad. 

The Three Rivers Branch Railroad is being 
placed in repair by Hon, Ransom Gardner, The 
Jonesville Independent says the strap rail is to be 
continued for the present, ultimately to be re- 
placed by rail now in general use. This will re- 
connect the thriving and spirited town of Three 
Rivers with the Michigan Southern road, and give 
the farmers the benefit of a market at that point, 
which has been about a year past closed to them.

The following are the facts :, 

The Cleveland and Toledo Railroad Comp 4 
was the product of a consolidation of the Toledo, 
Norwalk and Cleveland Railroad Company, and 
the Junction Railroad Company. This consolida- 
tion was effected on the 15th of July, 1858, by an 
agreement that day made, to take effect. on the 1st 
day of September, 1853. 

By the terms of the consolidation, the Toledo, 
Norwalk and Cleveland Company was to issue to 
its stockholders an amount of stock or bonds 
equal to one-half of the then amount of its capi- 
tal stock, and with this addition the aggregate 
stock of the two companies was to become the 
stock of the Cleveland and Toledo Railroad Com- 
pany. It appears to have been the object of each 
of the original companies, or of their promoters, 
to construct a through line of railroad between 
the cities of Cleveland and Toledo, one of which 
would pass through Norwalk, and the other 
through Sandusky. It may be inferred that to 
avoid the effect of rival routes, under different 
management, was an inducement to the consoli- 
dation. But the construction and running of the 
two lines were contemplated ; and to insure this 
being done on the northern route through San- 
dusky, the following article was inserted in the 
agreement as consolidation : “ The Cleveland and 
Toledo Railroad Company shall occupy and cou- 
struct a line of railroad, extending’ from’ San- 
dusky, across Sandusky Bay, by Port Clinton, 
Perrysburg and Maumee City, to or near Swan- 
ton, assuming the railroad of the Port Clinton 
Railroad Company, and connecting with the rail- 
road of the Northern Indiana Railroad Company 
at some convenient point near Swanton. It shall 
open and maintain a railroad connection between 
Sandusky and Toledo, upon the same‘ gauge with 
the railroad between Sandusky and Cleveland, to 
be finished simultaneously with the opening of 
the road to Perrysburg.” It was also agreed, 
that “the Cleveland and Toledo Railroatl Com- 
pany will establish and maintain workshops, both 
at Norwalk and Sandusky, sufficient for the ordi- 
nary repairs of machinery on the respective 
lines.” 

The Cleveland and Toledo Company thereupon 
proceeded to finish the projected road of the Port 
Clinton Company, and did for several years'run a 
through line from Cleveland to Toledo, by way of 
Sandusky, as contemplated by the agreement of 
consolidation. Subsequently, in the year 1868, 
the directors of the Cleveland and Toledo Com- 
pany ceased running a through line from @leve- 
land to Toledo, by way of Sandusky, and after 
for a short time running a train from Sandusky to 
Port Clinton, discontinued the use of the road 
constructed under the lease from the Port Clinton 
Company. From that time to the present, no 
trains have been run on that road; the rolling 
stock and other personal property connected. with, 
the use ef the road have been removed, and no 
repairs of the road have been made, 

The object of the petition filed by the Port 
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Clinton Railroad Company is to obtain a specific 
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' ‘and Toledo ‘Railroad Company, as to 
thé road finished under the lease, to “ operate and 
manage the same in such a manner as will not 
forfeit or endanger the franchises and corporate 
rights” of the Port Clinton Company. 

Guotsoy, J.—The rights of the plaintiffs depend 
upon some general considerations, and to these 
our attention will be first directed. 

The specific performance of a contract rests on 
the ground that the ordinary remedy for its breach 
will not afford adequate relief. In some cases‘ 
this is so apparent that a specific performance is 
decreed as a matter of course. Such is the case 
of a contract for the conveyance of real estate. 
In such a case, if the party has not, by some act 
or omission, precluded himself from relief, he 
may be said to be entitled to it as aright. For 
although the Court is said to have a discretion in 
granting or refusing a specific performance, it is 
not an arbitrary discretion, but a discretion to be 
regulated by precedent and established practice 
It would, however, be going too far to say that, in 
all cases where the ordinary legal remedy would 
not afford adequate relief, there is necessarily a 
right to. specific performance. In the case of a 
contract for personal service, it may be that, on.a 
refusal to perform the contract, an action. for 
damages would not afford adequate relief, and 
yet it is clear that a Court of equity will not 
attempt to enforce specifically such a contract. 
Hamblin vs, Dinneford, 2 Edwards, 529; De Rinafi- 
noli vs., Rossetts, 4 Paige, 264; ex parte Clark, 1 
Blackf., 122; Stocker vs, Brocklbank, 5 Eng., L. 
and E,, 67; 3 Mac. and C., 250, 

We have now to consider the peculiar features 
of the case under consideration, We do not 
think the plaintiff can be regarded as representing 
any interest, except its own corporate rights. It 
was no party to the contract of consolidation, and 
must stand on the covenant in its lease. The 
coyenant required the defendant to operate and 
manage the road described in the lease, “in such 
a manner as will not forfeit or endanger the fran- 
chises and corporate rights” of the plaintiff. The 
only proper object which the plaintiff can have 
in asking our interposition is the probation of its 
franchises and corporate rights, These franchises 
and corporate rights it leased perpetually, reserv- 
ing to itself no pecuniary consideration in the 
shape of rent, or otherwise, except in the pay- 
ment of debts it might owe, (of the non-payment 
of which there is no complaint,) and no advantage 
to its stockholders, except the privilege or the 
payment of 95 cents on the dollar of the amount 
of their subscription, to receive the same divi- 
dends as the holders of a like amount of stock in 
the defendants’ company. We do not see that the 
plaintiffs at the time of the lease regarded itselg 
or its stockholders as holding anything of pecu- 
niary value, in rights or franchises, or in work 
constructed on the road for really no considera- 
tion, moving to itself or its stockholders, was ex- 
acted, We cannot shut our eyes to the fact 
transparent in the testimony, that the plaintiff it- 
self, and the operations in its name were a device 
and means used by the Junction Company, to ac- 
complish that object, which, under its own charter 
it had no’power to attain—a direct route to Toledo 
Looking behind the forms of the transactions, and 
this as a Court of equity, asked for extraordinary 
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we have a right to do, the rights and fran- 
chises and any property ostensibly in the name of 
the plaintiff; except the small amount of percent- 
age paid by the stockholders, really belonged to 
the Junction Company, and were so treated in 
making the consolidation. Under the arrange- 
ment then made, the plaintiffs may still exist as a 
legal entity, but we do not think it has any such 
standing in Court, or any such interests to be pro- 
tected, as will support its claim for relief. 

The trustees of Portland township rely upon a 
contract for subscription of stock between them 
and the Junction Railroad Company to the rights 
and obligations under which contract the Cleve- 


.jland and Toledo Railroad Company succeeded. 


This contract was made under the authority of an 
act of the legislature, passed January 22, 1851 
providing, “ That the counties, townships, cities 
and incorporated towns through which said 
railways may be located, are hereby authorized 
to subscribe to the stock of said railroad, in the 


.|manner and on the conditions hereinafter pre- 


scribed.” The subsequent provisions have no 
reference to the terms of any contract of sub- 
scription which might be made but to the amount 
to be subscribed—the preliminary steps to invest 
the proper authorities with the power to sub- 
scribe, and the payment of the subscription. The 
contract of subscription and the force and effect 
of any terms it might contain, are to be deter- 
mined upon the extent and meaning of the lan- 
guage, “ authorized to subscribe to the stock of 
said railroad,” 

Now this contract was to be made between two 
bodies, acting under limited powers. The subject 
matter of the contract was a subscription of stock. 

The consideration to be paid by a township 
would be the price of certain shares of stock, 
that to be furnished by the railroad company, the 
certificates of stock, including the 1ight to vote as 
a stockholder and receive dividends. We are not 
prepared to say that in such a dealing between a 
township and a railroad company, acting through 
their proper officers, there may not be terms and 
conditions—that the transaction must necessarily 


,| be confined to the simple payment of money, or 


giving securities for its payment, on the one 
hand, and the delivery of certificates ef stocks on 
the other. But we think that such terms and con- 
ditions cannot properly extend beyond the subject 
matter and the consideration. 

It might be competent for the parties to pro- 
vide, as is done in this case, that on the breach of 
any condition looking to the benefit of the town- 
ship in the construction or operation of the road, 
the contract should be cancelled. So an obliga- 
tion might, perhaps, be imposed as to the expendi- 
ture of money in a particular locality to be en- 
forced as a trust by an injunction against its ex- 
penditure elsewhere, or as a condition involving 
its return if not used as stipulated. Conditions of 
this description only affect the subject matter of 
the contract and its consideration—the money 


»|paid and the stock received. But the question 


becomes entirely different when the making a 
subscription and paying money for stock is relied 
on as a consideration to sustain a contract, giving 
the township a claim to control the general con- 


.| duct and discretion of the directors of the railroad 


company, in matters involving the pecuniary in- 
teresta of the company and its stockholders to an 
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amount far exceeding the subscription of the 
township. We do not think it was the intention. 
of the legislature to authorize the township to 
obtain by its contract such a claim, or the direc- 
tors of the company for the time being so to limit, 
the power and discretion of future boards of 
directors, 

The trustees of Portland township also occupy 
the position of stockholders. They were such in 
the Junction Company, and by the consolidation 
became such in the defendants’ company. The 
inquiry, therefore, as to their right as stoekhold- 
ers to enforce the agreement of consolidation, may 
be supposed to arise. If the agreement of con- 
solidation imposed a duty on the directors of the 
defendant to carry into effect its provisions, this 


,| duty, like that to pursue the provisions of the 


charter, might be owing to all the stockholders. 
If so, then a suit by one or more of the stock- 
holders in behalf of themselves and the others, 
might be sustained to restrain acts on the part of 
the directors extra vires, on involving a fraudulent 
breach of trust. But we know of no case of such 
a suit to enforce an active duty within the power 
of the directors. “If a Court of equity were to 
assume jurisdictioa in such a case, could it do so 
without opening its doors to all parties interested 
in corporations, or joint stock companies, or 
private partnerships, who, although a small minor- 
ity of the body to which they belong, may wish 
to interfere with the conduct of the majority ? 
This cannot be done; and the attempt to intro- 
duce such a remedy ought to be checked, for the 
benefit of the community.” Lord vs, The Copper 
Mines’ Co., 1 Hall & Twells, 85, 99. 

In the case of stockholders in one of our rail- 
road companies, the remedy must be sought in 
the election of a new board of directors. 

There may be cases, however, where there were 
classes of stockholders, and a duty may be owing 
to one class. This might occur where there is 
preferred stock, and it might possibly happen, 
that in the consolidation of two companies, the 
stockholders of one might as a class, acquire 
rights distinct from the stockholders of the other. 
Whether this occurred in the present case— 
whether the stockholders of the Junction Com- 
pany, as a class, acquired distinct rights, and can 
upon these rights found a claim for performance 
of any stipulation intended for their benefit, or 
failing in that for a rescission and a restitution to 
their original status we need not decide. The 
action of the trustees of Portland township does 
not proceed on such claim, and we have not the 
parties before us directly interested in its adjudi- 
cation. Not only the class claiming distinct rights 
and the directors of the company, but the ‘other 
class should be represented, and the difficulty of 
making them defendants on account of their num- 
ber, which was suggested in an English case, 
appears to be obviated by our code, § 37, Mozley 
vs. Alston, 1 Phill., 790, 799. 

Our atiention was directed during the argument 
to a provision in the statute, authorizing the con- 
solidation of these companies, passed January 20, 
1850, conferring jurisdiction on the Supreme 


£| Court, to enforce by decree “any agreement. of 


consolidation, or for leasing; or for other accom- 
ywodations” made between the companies, : A like 
provision is found in the general act of March 8; 
| 1861, 18, & ©,, 275, note, 







































Gout succeeding the Supren 
those acts)capable of receiving such a grant of 
original jurisdiction, we do.not suppose it was the 
intention .of the legislature to authorize or re- 
quire an exereise of jurisdiction not before recog- 
nized aceording to the principles of-equity and 
the practice of courts, or which those’ principles 
and that practice would not properly permit. In- 
- deed we do not understand that this is claimed by 
counsel, 

We feel that we do not err in supposing that the 
two cases before us are really the presentation of 
the claim of those interested in the city of San- 
dusky and its vicinity, to compel a compliance 
with provisions in the agreement of consolidation 
intended for their benefit, and which they had a 
right to expect would be carried out in good faith 
by the directors of the consolidated company. 
Their claim commends itself to our sense of 
justice; and if they have been disappointed in 
their expectation, from a mere desire for greater 
profits or dividends, they have just ground for 
complaint. We have given the claim in the mode 
in which it is presented, a careful consideration, 
but acting as a Court in a defined course and ac- 
cording to established principles, we feel bound to 
come to the conclusion that we can afford no 
relief. 

There will be a judgment for the defendant. 
All the judges concurred. 





Sandusky, Dayton and Cincinnati (Late Mad 
River) Railroad Company. 

The financial difficulties of this company arising 
from the conflicting claims of the holders of seve- 
ral classes of bonds and guaranteed securities 
have at length been settled in amanner satisfac- 
tory to all concerned, Articles of agreement to 
carry out the arrangement, were entered into on 
the 13th of November, 1863. The creditors consist- 
ed of five classes, viz : 

Frest. The holders of the bonds of said Rail- 
road Company, becoming due and payable on the 
first day of February; 1866, and secured by mort- 
gage on the property of said company. 

Sxzconp. The holders of the bonds of said Com- 
pany, becoming due and payable on the first day 
of February 1875, and secured by mortgage on 
the property of said Company. 

Tuirp. The holders of the stock issued by the 
Sandusky City and Indiana Railroad Company, 
and guaranteed by the Mad River and Lake Erie 
Railroad Company. 

Fourrn. The holder of the bonds of the Spring- 
field and Columbus Railroad Company secured by 
mortgage on the property of said Company, and 
guaranteed by the Mad River and Lake Evie Rail- 
road Company. 

Firta. The common six per cent. bonds of the 
Sandusky, Dayton and Cincinnati Railroad Com- 
pany, and also the holders of the bonds of the 
Mad River and Lake Erie Railroad Company, is- 
sued in payment of dividends. 

The Sandusky, Dayton and Cincinnati Railroad 
Company, on its part agrees: 

First. To pay promptly the coupons attached 
to the bonds of the Sandusky City and Indiana 
Railroad Company, secured by mortgage on the 
property of said Company, as said coupons shall 
become due, and also to discharge or provide for 
the principal of said bonds, when the same shall 
become due and payable by the terms thereof. 

Sxconp. To pay three per cent, semi-annually 
upon the bonds of the Mad River and Lake Erie 
Railroad Company, falling due on the first day of 
February, 1866, and secured by mortgage on the 
property of said Company, commencing said pay- 
ment of interest on the first day of February, 
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said Sandusky, Dayton and Cincinnati Railroad 
Company, maturing semi-annually from the first | exce 
day of February, 1864, to the first day of Febru-|in 
ary, 1900, inclusive. ‘And when the principal of 
said bonds shall become due and payable, as by 
an extension of their term of payment until the 
first day of February, 1900, hereinafter provided, 

said Company hereby agrees to promptly pay and 
discharge the same. 

Txrrp. To pay ten thousand dollars per annum 
to a Sinking Fund, which fund is to be used each 
year for the redemption of the bonds of said Com- 
pany, issued under the former title of the Mad 
River and Lake Erie Railroad Company, becoming 
due and payable originally on the first day of 
February, 1866, payment whereof has been extend- 
ed to the first day of February, 1900, provided 
said bonds can be purchased at or below their par 
value. But if the price of said bonds shall be 
above their par value, then the bonds to be pur- 
chased or redeemed ‘shall be designated by lot, 
and upon notice being given of such designation, 
said bonds shall be surrendered in numbers and 
amounts corresponding to said designation, and 
interest upon the same shall cease from the date 
of said notice; the payment of said bonds also 
creating a discharge of the coupons past due, and 
held in escrow under the terms of this agreement. 
It is also understood that the Sinking Fund herein 
mentioned shall be in charge of three Trustees, 
the President of said Sandusky, Dayton and Cin- 
cinnati Railroad Company ez officio constituting 
one of the number, and the remaining two desig- 
nated by the holders.of the bonds, viz: Israel M. 
Spelman, of Boston, and Theo. A. Neal, of Boston ; 
and in case of the death, resignation, or inability 
to serve, of either of said Trustees, the two re- 
maining ones shall have authority to appoint his 
successor. 

Fourtu. The said Sandusky, Dayton and Cin- 
cinnati Railroad Company, further agrees to pay 
three per cent. semi-annually upon four hundred 
and seventy-five thousand dollars in amount of 
the preferred stock of said Railroad Company, 
which is to be called and known as the six per 
cent. preferred stock, and into which are to be 
funded as hereinafter ‘agreed, the following obliga- 
{ions and claims against said Company, at the 
rates specified and following, to wit : 

First. The bonds of the Mad River and Lake 
Erie Railroad Company becoming due and pay- 
able on the first day of February, 1875, and se- 
cured hy mortgage upon the property of said 
Company, at the rate of forty per cent. upon their 
par value. 

Srconp. The stock issued by the Sandusky City 
and Indiana Railroad Company, guaranteed by 
the Mad River and Lake Erie Railroad Company, 
at the rate of ten per cent. upon its par value; 
the holders of said stock of said Sandusky City 
and Indiana Railroad Company also having the 
option until the first day of May, 1864, of ex- 
changing their stock at its par value, for an equal 
number of shares of the stock of the Sandusky, 
Dayton and Cincinnati Railroad Company, at the 
par value thereof, in lieu of funding said stock in 
the preferred stock of said Company, as hereinbe- 
fore stated. 

Tuirp. The bonds of the Springfield and Colum- 
bus Railroad Company, secured by mortgage 
upon the property of said Company, and guaran- 
teed by the Mad River and Lake Erie Company, 
at ten per cent. of their par value. 

Fourts. The common six per cent, bonds of 
the Sandusky, Dayton and Cincinnati Railroad 
Company, and also the dividend bonds of the Mad 
River and Lake Erie Railroad Company, at the 
rate of ten per cent. upon their par value. 

Firta. All claims of 8. Henshaw & Sons against 
the Mad River and Lake Erie Railroad Company, 
provided the same be allowed, to be fully satisfied 
by the issue of ten thousand dollars in amount of 
said preferred stock, and its delivery to the hold- 
ers of said claims of said 8. Henshaw & Sons. 

It is hereby understood and agreed by the par- 
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ary, 1900; nor shall such payment in any way si 
terfere with the appropriation of ten thousan i 
lars per annum to the Sinking Fund, as he 

fore provided, 

Firtu. The said Sandusky, Dayton and Oinetn 
nati Railroad Company further agrees, that upon 
default being made in any of the payments herein- 
before stipulated, and continuing for a period of 
ninety days, it will surrender its entire road, and 
property of every description, to the Trustees un- 
der the mortgage to secure the bonds of the Mad 
River and Lake Erie Railroad Company, payable 
in 1866, who shall have the right to take immediate 
possession of the same, and hold and manage the 
same, and to foreclose their said mortgage, to’ all 
which the said Sandusky, Dayton and Cincinnati 
Railroad Company shall make no opposition what- 
soever ; the holders of the said last named bonds 
to take precedence, both in their payment and in 
the control of the road and property, to be sur- 
dered to the Trustees representing said bonds. 
Provided, nevertheless, that if said default, in any of 
said payments, shall occur at any time within three 
years, from the first day of February, 1864, then 
an additional period of ninety days to that herein 
specified, shall be allowed for the surrender of 
said road and property to said Trustees; but said

by the Sandusky Cit and Indiana Railroad Com- 
hy, guaranteed’ by the Mad River and Lake 
Brie Railroad Company ; the holders of the bonds 
of the Springfield and Columbus Railroad Com- 
, guaranteed by the Mad River and Lake 
Bie Railroad Company ; the holders of the 
common six per ¢éent. bonds of the Sandusky, 
Dayton and Cincinnati Railroad Company, due in 
1878; and also the holders of the outstanding di- 
vidend bonds of the Mad River and Lake Erie 
Railroad Company, hereby agree and stipulate 
as follows :

It is further agreed and stipulated ‘by and be- 
tween the parties to this agreement, that as long 
as said Sandusky, Dayton and Cincinnati Railroad 
Company shall well and truly make all the pay- 
ments, and comply with all the conditions herein 
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Company shall be entitled to receive and enjoy, 
for its own use and benefit, all the surplus earn- 
ings of said road that shall remain after said pay- 
ments have been made, as hereinbefore stipulated. 

The agreement was duly executed by the Pre- 
sident of the Company, 0. Follett, under the au- 
thority given him by the Board of Directors 23d 
Sept. 1863.
